
Tributes to man 
in kayak tragedy 


HEARTFELT tributes have 
been paid to a much-loved 
father and grandfather 
whose body was found in 
the River Great Ouse. 

Martin McCarthy, 72, was 
kayaking with his 11-year-old 
granddaughter along the river 
in Littleport when he suddenly 
slipped over the vessel’s edge 
and underneath the water. 

Mr McCarthy, who was widowed 
last year, was on holiday with his 
family, including three grand¬ 
children, at Willetts Riverside 
Campsite in Littleport, close to The 
Swan pub, when the incident 
happened. 

Speaking from the campsite, Mr 
McCarthy’s daughters, Coral Gay 
and Martina Ross, described their 
ordeal to the Weekly News and paid 
tribute to their father. 

Mrs Gay said: “We were sitting 
near the caravan when we heard my 
daughter Sophie scream for help. 

“It was so loud. We all ran up the 
bank and she was shouting 
‘grandad’s gone under, grandad’s 
gone under’.” 

Mr McCarthy, who was head of 
security at the Royal Courts of 
Justice in London before he retired, 
was from Woodford Green, Essex, 
and had been holidaying at the 
campsite in Littleport for about 35 
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years. He had been enjoying time 
with his two daughters, their 
partners, his three grandchildren 
and two dogs for almost a week 
before the tragedy. 

Mrs Gay said: “Dad was an active 
72-year-old - he was an excellent 
swimmer and had only just bought 
the kayak. He was such a kind, lovely 
man - he was like our leader that we

all looked up to. He loved fishing and 
being here beside the river. 

“We think he had a heart attack or 
a stroke, or something similar, while 
on the water and that it caused him 
to fall in.

Fraudster must repay 
swindled benefits 


A MAN who lied to a 
council to obtain more 
than £8,600 in benefits has 
been fined and must carry 
out work in the 
community. 

Dale Turner, of Hop Row, 
Haddenham, pleaded 
guilty to two charges of 
making false statements to 
obtain benefits and one of 
dishonestly failing to report 
a change in circumstances 
that affected his benefit 
entitlement when he 
appeared at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court last 
Thursday. 

The 28-year-old, 

formerly of Pheasant Rise, 
Bar Hill, claimed housing 
benefit for this address 
while unemployed. 

Further investigation 
revealed he had left the 
address and moved to 
Haddenham last year. 
Checks with the 


Department for Work and 
Pensions also showed 
Turner had returned to 
self-employment and failed 
to inform the district 
council, and resulted in his 
benefits being overpaid by 
£8,619. 

Turner was interviewed 
under caution and 
admitted he had not told 
the council he had started 
self-employment, that he’d 
written a letter suggesting 
he still lived in Bar Hill 
when he had actually 
moved to Haddenham and 
lied when asked if he was 
still living in Bar Hill. 

Magistrates ordered 
Turner to pay the council 
£403.30 costs and handed 
him an 18-month com¬ 
munity order, during which 
he must complete 300 
hours’ unpaid work. 

He must also repay the 
benefits. 


Warning over cash exchanges 


CHARITY shop workers have 
been warned by police not to 
carry out any money 
exchanges. 

Police have been visiting 
charity shops in Ely after 
several shops reported that 
fake notes had been handed 
over by customers who asked 
for money to be changed. 

Staff have been told to 


refuse requests for money 
changing - and posters have 
been put up in charity shop 
windows warning shoppers 
that requests will be refused. 

A member of staff from the 
British Heart Foundation 
shop in Ely’s High Street said: 
“We are pleased the police 
have been proactive with 
this.” 
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Fury as Caffe Nero 
‘gets away with it’ 


A NATIONAL coffee 
shop chain which 
opened a branch in Ely 
without seeking plan¬ 
ning permission will not 
be punished. 

Italian coffee bar Caffe Nero 
opened a store in Ely’s High 
Street in June, despite failing 
to apply to East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council 
(ECDC) to change the use of 
the premises. 

The ground-floor store used 
to be home to the Ocean 
Cargo shop and the company 
should have sought to change 
the use from retail to A1/A3 
mixed use. 

But now the council’s 
planning committee has 
approved the change of use - 
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after a planning application 
was finally submitted at the 
end of June. 

Members made the decision 
last Wednesday - and ECDC 
has now confirmed no 
enforcement action will be 
taken against the company. 

Caffe Nero has even been 
allowed to extend its opening 
hours from 6pm to 8pm 
throughout the week. 

Rival cafe firms in the city 
are furious with the decision. 

Matt Fulford, owner of 
Caitlin’s sandwich shop, 
situated vertically opposite 
Caffe Nero, said: “I’m quite 
speechless about it all. 

“There seems to be one rule 


for one and one rule for 
another, and it shouldn’t be 
like that. I just can’t believe 
they’re being let off like that. 

“This is not a case of me 
moaning about them in 
general as there are no hard 
feelings - I just think it’s 
unfair.” 

Even Cllr Bill Hunt, vice- 
chairman of the planning 
committee, believes the 
company should be punished. 

Cllr Hunt said: “The 
approval was a unanimous 
vote by the committee - but 
that does not mean we 
approve of what Caffe Nero 
did. What they did, in my 
opinion, was breathtakingly 
arrogant. 

“A large company set up 
shop in Ely, knowing that we 


have empty shops to fill, with 
the raw assumption that we 
would give them planning 
permission at a later date. 

“I do think they should have 
been fined for this as they 
showed such a casual 
disregard for our planning 
laws.” 

A spokesman for ECDC said: 
“The work carried out by Caffe 
Nero at the premises in High 
Street has not caused any 
damage to the listed areas of 
the building. 

“If that had happened then 
that would have been a 
criminal offence. The council, 
therefore, has no grounds to 
take enforcement action 
against the company.” 

Caffe Nero was unavailable 
for comment.

Residents in fear of 
mushroom ‘nightmare’ 


Doctor Who 
drops in for 
timely advice 

FORMER Doctor Who actor 
Colin Baker is coming to Ely 
next week. 

The 68-year-old star, best 
known for playing the Time 
Lord in the 1980s and Paul 
Merroney in The Brothers in 
the 1970s, will be in Ely’s 
Market Square on Friday, 
August 19. 

Mr Baker has been asked 
to attend a special residents’ 
advice event where experts 
from East Cambridgeshire 
District Council, Cambridge¬ 
shire Police, lob Centre Plus 
and other organisations will 
be in the Market Place to 
help with a range of issues 
from housing to policing to 
drug awareness. 

Mr Baker is giving his time 
for free to talk to people. 

He said: “I hope that in a 
small way I can attract 
people along who might not 
necessarily seek help who 
can then talk to the experts 
who will be on hand.” 

Cllr Mike Rouse, the 
district council’s vice 
chairman of development 
and transport, said: “It only 
takes an increase in food 
costs, a hike in electricity 
charges or a change in 
benefits to push a household 
into real problems.” 

The event runs from 
10am-2pm. 


FEARS are mounting 
over multi-million 
pound plans to build a 
new mushroom farm. 

While some people 
welcome the state-of-the-art 
facility in Littleport, which 
will create more than 160 
jobs, those living near to the 
proposed site say their lives 
will be made a “nightmare”. 

East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council has received 
almost 50 letters from 
residents and organisations, 
the majority of which are 
opposing the plans, since they 
were submitted in May. 

Residents in the Littleport, 
Little Ouse and Brandon 
Creek area are particularly 
concerned. 

Darren Gillott, of White 
House Road, Little Ouse, said: 
“This mushroom farm and 
anaerobic digestion plant will 
do more harm than good to 
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the area we all live in. 
Altogether, this is a nightmare 
for thousands of people for 
the benefit of just a few.” 

Local firms Barway Farms, 
G’s Growers and PGS Ltd want 
to build the facility on land at 
May Farm in Mildenhall Road. 

Bosses say it would be the 
greenest mushroom farm in 
the UK, providing about 130 
tonnes of produce each week. 

But locals are particularly 
concerned about the 
anaerobic digestion plant and 
fear it will have a huge impact 
on the Fens due to noise, 
odour pollution and traffic. 

Eirian Jones, from Little 
Ouse, said: “The increased 
traffic and emissions of up to 
20,000 lorries a year coming 
in and out of the site will have 
a devastating effect on the

managed to stay above the 
water but dad went under. 

“We just don’t know what 
to do. We only lost our 
mum, Patricia, to cancer 
last year. 

“Words can’t describe 
how we all feel - we are all 
so shocked.” 

The incident happened 
on the afternoon of 
Monday, August 1. 

A major police hunt was 
launched after the alarm 
was raised and divers 
searched the river for his 
body until the next day. 


The search was then 
called off last Wednesday 
before officers received a 
call last Thursday to say 
that a body had been 
found. 

Mr McCarthy’s daughters 
then identified his body. 

Mr McCarthy’s funeral is 
being held in Hainault, 
Essex, on Monday. 

A spokeswoman for 
Cambridgeshire’s Coroners 
confirmed an inquest into 
his death would not be 
opened as Mr McCarthy 
died of natural causes. 


already dangerous A1101 and 
surrounding roads. 

“The peace and tranquillity 
of our area will be lost and the 
effects on our Fenland wildlife 
will be incalculable. 

“What is now a haven for 
swans, herons, coots and 
great crested grebes will be 
turned into a concrete and 
steel eyesore.” 

Rick Forward, also from 
Little Ouse, said: “We are very 
concerned about the huge 
increase in traffic, not only 
turning into White House 
Road, making a hazardous 
junction on the already 
notoriously hazardous A1101, 
but also up to and through 
our village. 

“The other major con¬ 
sideration is the moral 
question of using prime 
agricultural land to produce 
waste.” 

However, those behind the 


plans insist they have listened 
to residents’ worries when 
drawing up the plans. 

Peter Sargent, director of 
G’s Growers, said: “We have 
been listening to the local 
community, and in finalising 
the scheme have made a 
number of significant 
changes to minimise any 
impact of this agricultural 
development. 

“For example, we have 
moved the growing rooms 
further from our neighbours, 
reduced the height of the AD 
buildings and introduced new 
landscaping - all to reduce 
our visual impact. 

“We will also upgrade part 
of White House Road and 
build a new safer junction 
with Mildenhall Road.” 

ECDC is set to make a 
decision on the proposals in 
late autumn. 
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Tesco sends 
in plans for 
recycling 

SUPERMARKET giant Tesco 
has now applied to build a 
new recycling area at its 
store in Ely. 

Bosses of the super¬ 
market chain have lodged a 
planning application with 
East Cambridgeshire 
District Council. 

The proposals include 
building a new recycling 
area with a 2m high fence - 
as well as a new zebra 
crossing leading to the site. 

The application comes 
just a week after the Weekly 
News reported how Tesco 
had delayed plans to take 
over the recycling facilities 
at the store in Angel Drove, 
Ely. 

Earlier this year, the 
district council was told to 
remove its recycling banks 
from the store in July. 

The announcement was 
made to authorities across 
the country as Tesco said it 
wanted to install its own 
recycling banks. 

But now ECDC has been 
told to leave the recycling 
facilities where they are 
until September. 

The new planning 
application was submitted 
this week. 

A decision could be made 
within the next eight weeks.

Fish tank 
fault leads 
to blaze 

A FAULTY light in a 
tropical fish tank 
sparked a fire in a 
bungalow.

Brett Mills, watch 
manager at Ely Fire 
Station, said: “The 
owners of this property 
did everything right. 

“They had shut all the 
doors before going to 
bed, which limited the 
smoke damage to the 
living room, and had 
smoke alarms installed 
which is what alerted 
them to the fire.”

A CHARITY which helps to 
bring out the best in people 
and their dogs has been 
short-listed for a pres¬ 
tigious award.

were offered funding by the 
Kennel Club Charitable Trust to 
run a free pilot dog training 
scheme in the area of Ely’s High 
Barns estate. 

Over the past 12 months, they 
have been working with young 
people, families and disad¬ 
vantaged people on a weekly basis 
to help them bring out the best in 
their dogs - and themselves. 

Mrs Kent said: “This training 
project was the first one to ever 
take place in this country and it 
has been hugely beneficial. 

“We have been able to help 
people, who would most likely not 
be able to afford to train their dog, 
and help them break bad habits 
and make them all round more 
responsible dog owners. 


“The only thing is our funding is 
about to run out and we are 
desperate to keep going. 

“The affect this has on the local 
community is hugely beneficial 
and we don’t want that to stop.” 

The K9 Project is also dedicated 
to dog welfare in the region and 
Mr and Mrs Kent, who have 
almost a dozen dogs of their own, 
work closely alongside the RSPCA 
and other animal charities. 

Last year they also raised more 
than £1,000 for the charities 
Nowzad Dogs and Canine Partners 
through various fundraising 
activities.

Drug addict stole 
beer and razors 


A HEROIN addict and 
shoplifter has been 
sentenced for stealing 
razor blades and cans of 
Special Brew. 

Ledell Franklin, of High 
Barnes, Ely, was also 
punished at Cambridge 
Crown Court for 
disorderly behaviour and 
failing to comply with a 
suspended sentence. 

The court heard that 
the 21-year-old stole 
Gillette Fusion razors 
from Waitrose, Cam¬ 
bridge, on February 2. 

On April 6 in Market 
Street, Ely, Franklin was 
seen shouting and 
swearing at his girlfriend 
which saw him plead 


guilty to disorderly 
behaviour. 

And on May 1, he stole 
cans of Special Brew 
from the Co-operative in 
Milton Road, Cambridge. 

Nicola Devas, defen¬ 
ding, said Franklin had 
been suffering with 
severe problems of 
alcohol and heroin 
abuse. 

She added that he had 
now quit the drug. 

Franklin was given a 
community order of 12 
months with 12 months’ 
supervision and a six- 
month drug rehab¬ 
ilitation requirement for 
the offences.

That’s the message from district and 
county Cllr Bill Hunt, who is adamant the 
speed limit should be kept at 60mph. 

Cllr Hunt believes dropping the limit of 
the full 12-mile route to 50mph would 
increase the number of accidents. 

Cambridgeshire County Council 
announced last week that it wants to 
reduce the speed limit between Ely and 
Cambridge by lOmph. 

The council says that in the last three 
years there have been 96 accidents which 
caused injuries on that stretch. 

Speed tests also show that traffic is 
travelling at an average of 50mph in areas 
which currently have a 60mph limit. 

But the proposals are already causing 
controversy. 

Cllr Hunt, who represents the Stretham 
area, said: “I must have travelled this road 
many hundreds if not thousands of times 
and studied every inch of the route when 
I was working on the ‘Say No to Mereham’ 
campaign. 

“Lowering the speed limit will annoy 
drivers, cause frustration, waste money

and since the police would be unlikely to 
enforce the lower limit, be ignored by 
many. The road would become a race¬ 
track with 80 per cent observing the limit 
and 20 per cent ignoring it. 

“It is a recipe for disaster and an 
increase in accidents.” 

Cllr Hunt believes the only part of the 
stretch on which speeds should be 
reduced is the junction area in Little 
Thetford. 

Many people have voiced their support 
for the proposals since they were 
announced, although many are also 
worried and have accused the county 
council’s plans as being over the top. 

However, Cllr Steve Criswell, the 
council’s cabinet member for community 
infrastructure, insists the proposals are 
justified. 

He said: “There are a number of villages 
along this route and nearly 100 injury 
accidents in the last three years.” 

A public consultation will be launched 
before any changes are made.

Rules broken 
for a long time 

Sir, may I add to the letter from John 
Sanders (‘Flightpath talks came to 
nothing, Weekly News, July 28) about 
the USAF planes flying over the city? 
Over the last few days, several aircraft 
have flown to the north of the 
cathedral - that is to say over the very 
centre of the city I live just over a 
quarter of a mile from the cathedral. So 
much for keeping to the south of it. 
Over a number of years I have 
exchanged letters with James Paice MR 
who to his credit took a lot of trouble 
trying to do something about this 
continual pollution of the skies above 
Ely. I received from Mr Paice copies of 
letters from the Government stating 
the policies then existing to control 
aircraft from Mildenhall. 

The policy in 2006 stated: “The aircraft 
should comply with two basic 
requirements: not to fly below 2,000ft 
and to avoid overflying Ely Cathedral. 
Furthermore, air traffic control would 
not have permitted the aircraft to 
descend below 2,000ft until clear of Ely 
and... they have recently amended the 
altitude to inbound aircraft overflying 
the city to 2,600ft.” 

In a later letter from the Ministry of 
Defence it was confirmed that aircraft 
from the USAF base should not fly over 
the city except in very exceptional 
circumstances. Furthermore it was 
stated that the majority of flights 
would be well to the south of Ely. 

Well, that was in 2006 and now it’s 
more than ever apparent that the rules 
are broken all the time. 

The recent statements from the 
spokesperson at Mildenhall was quite, 
quite ludicrious - only 50-odd 
complaints in many years! Whoever 
wrote that does not read the local 
papers nor listen to the local MR who 
made a visit to the base to discuss the 
problems. 

Taking a wider view, one must ask why 
the USA government continues this 
extravagant expense of millions of 
dollars when the country is just about 
broke.

Mushrooms 
are important 

Sir, your correspondent, Jane Howell 
(‘Fenland will be lost to farm’, Weekly 
News, August 4), is concerned at the 
loss of 39ha of agricultural land 
should the proposed mushroom 
farm at Littleport go ahead. 
Mushrooms are an important food 
resource. Their protein content is 
midway between meat and 
vegetables, which is why they 
are particularly important to 
vegetarians. They also provide 
dietary fibre and a range of vitamins, 
in particular, B12, not found at all in 
vegetables. Mineral content is also 
very significant containing high 
levels of phosphorus, potassium, 
copper, and selenium. 

It would be an interesting exercise to 
compare the total food value of 
the proposed mushroom crop 
against that which could be grown 
directly in 39 acres of fenland soil; a 
rational rather than emotional 
decision could then be taken. 
Turning to the anaerobic digester, 
this is an alternative energy source 
that runs continuously, not just 


when the wind blows or the sun 
shines, and has some chance of 
generating more energy in its 
lifetime than is required for its 
manufacture, unlike our addiction 
to wind turbines. We should also 
remember that the fenland only 
exists because some far¬ 
sighted adventurers of the early 
1600s were persistent enough to 
overcome the many objectors of 
their day. That 39 acres at Littleport 
would still be supporting fish and 
wildfowl if it were not for the Earl 
of Bedford.

Verity Coleman, from 
Soham, said she thought 
it was “quite obvious” 
that Aldi wasn’t going to 
be coming to Ely. 

She added: “Almost 
three years have gone by 
and there have been no 
developments. 

“They were given 
planning permission 
before Sainsbury’s were 
and a lot of people seem 
to think that is what’s put 
them off. 

“It’s a shame, though - 
I was looking forward to 
Aldi opening.” 

Another concerned 
resident, Graham fohn- 
son, of Northwold, Ely, 
said: “Everyone wants to 
know what the score with 
Aldi is. 

“Back in 2008 there was 
a huge battle between 
them and Lidl to gain 
planning permission and 
they won. 


“But years later they 
haven’t even started yet.

But a spokeswoman for 
Aldi said: “We are firmly 
committed to developing 
a discount food store in 
Lisle Lane, Ely.” 

The spokeswoman 
added: “We have been in 
discussions with the local 
planning authority to 
amend previous plans, 
and a revised planning 
application will be 
submitted later this 
month. 

“We hope to be in a 
position to open the new 
store in the near future.” 


Recycling centre nears completion

A BRAVE 8-year-old boy was 
remembered by a trio of 
cyclists as they took to the 
road for charity.

A JUDGE was stunned when a 
man who stole a charity box 
asked to be allowed to stay in 
prison for longer. 

Michael King, of West Fen Road, 
Ely, had already spent four months in 
custody after stealing the tin from the 
reception of D Baldock Dental 
Surgery in the city’s Broad Street on 
June 7. 

But the 31-year-old told Miss 
Recorder Lindsey Davies in 
Cambridge Crown Court last 
Thursday that he wanted to stay 
inside to make sure he could wean 
himself off heroin - the drug he 
blamed for the crime. 

Sally Hickling, prosecuting, told the 
court that two charity tins were stolen 
from the dentist and only one was 
ever recovered. 

She said: “The defendant and two 
others were caught by police running 
away from Broad Street where they 
had stolen two charity boxes. The 
defendant was carrying one of them.” 

Carlo Coccaro, defending, said: 
“This was an opportunistic theft 
linked to heroin abuse when he was 
still under the influence. 

“It was just loose change and was 
unsophisticated.” 

Mr Coccaro added that his client 
was now on methadone and during 
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his time on remand was slowly 
managing to reduce his dependence 
by bringing the dosage down. 

He said: “Unusually my client is 
asking for a prison sentence so he can 
continue to bring his use of 
methadone to a low level.” 

In committing the theft, King also 
broke a suspended prison sentence of 
seven months imposed in March this 
year after he was convicted of two 
counts of theft and one of perverting 
the course of justice. 

Despite King’s plea, Recorder 
Davies handed down a sentence of 
three months in prison suspended for 
18 months and activated the previous 
suspended sentence, which had 
already been served in custody by the 
defendant. 

Recorder Davies said King had 
served enough time and would be 
released under a drug rehabilitation 
order of six months, where he would 
be helped to deal with his problem. 

In sentencing she said: “This was 
clearly a low-level, low-value incident 
of theft. 

“It is quite extraordinary that you 
would be happier if I sent you to 
prison.”

Council chief 
bids to ease 
library fears 


LIBRARY service provision in 
East Cambridgeshire is safe, 
according to new county 
council leader Nick Clarke. 

Cllr Clarke spoke out as the review 
of branches across the region was 
radically rebooted last week. 

He says he hopes more residents will 
be able to use the service in future 
thanks to the sharing of premises with 
other organisations and the embracing 
of groundbreaking new technology. 

Gadgetry which could be utilised 
includes book “vending” machines, 
which would be placed at train stations 
and park-and-ride sites, and an online 
ordering and delivery service, similar 
to the popular movie hire website 
LoveFilm. 

Originally the service was earmarked 
for £3.2 million of savings over five 
years and 13 branches were identified 
for review, with the threat of closure 
hanging over them if a cheaper way of 
operating could not be found. 

But Cllr Clarke says he believes more 
than £1 million could be found for 
libraries and credited the key role 
branches play in communities for 
triggering the rethink. 

He said: “I can’t give an assurance 
that all 13 libraries will remain in the 
same buildings but I can give an 
assurance that these communities will 
receive a library service.” 

Full details of the plans will be 
revealed in September and other 
previously approved ideas such as 
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greater use of volunteers and self- 
service machines, the sharing of 
backroom services with other counties 
and staff restructuring are still 
expected to go ahead. 

Cllr Clarke said: “At the end of the 
process we could end up with one of 
the best library services in the 
country.” 

The council wants to consider the 
future of each library in turn and once 
it has considered the way forward for 
the first 13 it expects to look at other 
branches. 

The council will look at whether 
libraries can share premises to save 
cash with other public services, with 
community facilities such as post 
offices, or even with private 
companies. 

Cllr Clarke said the widespread 
consultation which had been carried 
out had been useful and that it had 
been right to start the review last year. 

He said: “The consultation has come 
back and it’s clear this is a valuable 
service for communities which fits with 
our aim of building community hubs 
and it would be counterintuitive to put 
at risk more of the library service than 
we have to do. 

“This isn’t about sustaining what we 
have got - it’s about improving the 
library service.”

The City of Ely Council 
is recommending that 
proposals to build a 
single-storey 
extension to the front 
of 26 Juniper Drive are 
refused by East 
Cambridgeshire 
District Council.

Low-flying row 
hits Facebook 


AN online campaign has been 
launched to stop US military 
planes flying “too low” over Ely 

City residents who say their lives are 
being made a misery by planes from RAF 
Mildenhall have spearheaded a campaign 
on social networking site Facebook. 

The campaign, called Stop Low Flying 
Aircraft Over Ely, encourages people to 
post on the site whenever they hear planes 
flying too low overhead. 

The Ministry of Defence insists the 
planes are flying no lower than 2,300ft and 
says that in the past five years only 42 
complaints about aircraft noise have been 
made from people in Ely. 

But Richard Hopkins, of St Andrew’s Way, 
said: “It’s all very well that the MoD keeps 
saying the planes are not flying low but 
that is complete rubbish. They are aware 
that this is an issue and are refusing to do 
nothing about it. 

“Ely residents have to live with this 
unpleasant intrusion day in, day out and 
it’s unbearable. It’s becoming more 
frequent - and louder.” 

Another fed-up resident, Marie Curtis, of 
Cambridge Road said: “Sometimes I’m out 
in the garden and the noise is deafening 
when they pass over. We shouldn’t have to 
put up with it and I find it highly unlikely 
that only 40 or so people have complained 
about this.” 

Local farmer and recreational pilot AJ 
Morris has backed the complaints. 

He added: “There is no way that the 
planes flying over Ely are at 2,300ft, as 
suggested by the Ministry of Defence.” 

Some residents said they believed the 
planes were putting the fabric of Ely 
Cathedral at risk - but cathedral officials 
are adamant the planes pose no threat.

Drink and 
boots may 
have led to 
fatal fall 


A MUCH-loved teacher 
fell downstairs at her 
home and died, an 
inquest heard. 

Police believe the outdoor 
boots mother-of-two Liz 
Arnold, pictured, was wearing 
at the time could have led to 
her slipping and banging her 
head on a small table before 
she fell. 

An inquest into 
the death of Mrs 
Arnold, 52, heard 
she had 247mg of 
alcohol in 100ml of 
blood at the time. 

The legal limit for 
driving is 80mg. 

The fall at her 
home in Towns¬ 
end, Soham, 
resulted in a 
fracture to the base 
of her skull. 

Her body was 
discovered lying at the bottom 
of the stairs on the morning of 
March 15 by her daughter, 
Helen Arnold. 

Miss Arnold said: “Mum did 
like a glass of wine in the 
evenings to unwind but she 
very rarely drank much more. 

“She had been out for a 
walk with the dog in the 
evening and was so happy. 
She’d seen a house that she 
liked and wanted to move to. 

“At around 6.15pm I left 
home to go to work and left 
mum at home. At around 
9.15am the next day I arrived 
home and let myself in

through the side door. 

“I saw mum lying at the 
bottom of the stairs. 

“She was dressed as she was 
that evening and there was a 
glass to her right hand side, 
with lots of water on the floor. 

“Her mobile phone was 
smashed and 
she wasn’t 

breathing.” 

In a 

statement, Pc 
Chris Mead said 
Mrs Arnold was 
wearing outdoor 
boots which had 
“virtually no 
grip”. 

He added: 
“That, plus the 
fact she was 
carrying items 
and had been drinking, leads 
us to believe that she slipped 
and fell down the stairs, 
banging her head on a small 
table which was on the 
landing half-way down. 

“There was also no rail for 
her to grab on to.” 

Mrs Arnold’s death caused 
shock to the children, parents 
and staff at St Andrew’s 
Primary School in Soham, 
where she had taught for 
almost 19 years. 

North and East Cambridge¬ 
shire coronor William Morris 
recorded a verdict of 
accidental death. 



Writing’s on the wall for Nathan 


A BUDDING graffiti artist has 
used his creative flair to help 
brighten up the walls of an 
indoor arena. 

Nathan Cox, 19, was let 
loose with his spray cans 
inside the Young People 
Littleport arena in Henry Crabb 
Road after its owner Phil 
Malkin, decided the community 
building needed a facelift. 

Mr Cox, who first practised 
graffiti when he was 13, has 
finished spraying a bright and 
poignant mural on one of the 
walls, which reads “Are you in 
control?" 

The artistic teen, who lives 
in Little Downham, said: “Phil 
basically told me I could do 


what I liked on the wall but I 
wanted it to mean something 
and spent quite a while 
thinking about what I could do. 

"It was the first big project I 
have done and was quite 
daunting at first but I’m really 
pleased with how it’s turned 
out. 

“Not only does it look good - 
there’s also a really clear 
message there and that is to 
encourage youngsters to be in 
control of their lives and what 
they are doing.” 

It was at Little Downham 
Youth Club that Nathan, a

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Artists showcase talents

The big film 



MR POPPER’S PENGUINS 
certificate PG 94m 

BASED on the children's book 
by Richard and Florence 
Atwater, Mr Popper's 
Penguins is a cutesy tale of 
errant fathers, emotionally 
damaged offspring and 
feathered friends, whose fates 
collide in New York City. 

A Christmas release would 
have better suited Mark 
Waters's whimsical 
confection, when the lashings 
of sticky sweet sentiment are 
easier to swallow, and the 
chill outside mirrors the 
swathes of snow and ice on 
the big screen. 

Like the birds at the film's 
emotional core, Jim Carrey 
and co will struggle to take 
flight in a summer overloaded 
with flashier blockbusters. 

The screenwriters certainly 
don't help, having the titular 
father deliver a patriotic 
grandstand speech about the 
glory of America. 

The film opens in 1976 with 
young, rosy-cheeked Tommy 
Popper communicating with 
his explorer father in 


Antarctica using a CB radio 
and the handles Tippytoes 
and Bald Eagle. 

Fast forward to the present 
day and Thomas (Jim Carrey) 
has become a workaholic real 
estate developer. 

In order to secure promotion, 
Thomas must persuade Mrs 
Van Gundy (Angela Lansbury) 
to sell the Tavern On The 
Green restaurant in Central 
Park. She rebuffs his pitch, 
determined to sell the historic 
property to a person of worth. 
While he attempts to close 
the deal, Thomas receives his 
inheritance from his late 
father: six Gentoo penguins, 


which take over his life and 
rebuild bridges with ex-wife 
Amanda (Carla Gugino) and 
children. 

Mr Popper's Penguins is a 
saccharine family-oriented 
comedy, which hammers 
home the central message 
about parental responsibility 
and love triumphing over 
adversity. 

Carrey reins in his usual 
mugging and is completely 
upstaged by the real and 
digitally rendered birds, who 
wreak havoc at a swanky party 
in the Guggenheim museum 
with its sloping spiral walkway.

Greens and pleasant land 


T HE Open 

Championship has 
ended - but work 
continues to ensure the green 
and the fairways remain in 
tip top condition. 

Graham Royden, head 
greenkeeper at Royal St George’s in 
Kent, where the famous golf 
competition is held, says that 
gardeners can work towards making 
their grass look as good as his. 

“The big difference between the 
course here at Royal St George’s and 
garden lawns is that we use a 
different type of grass seed and 
spend literally hundreds of hours 
tending the turf. But, that said, a few 
simple tips can help any gardener 
achieve almost perfect results,” he 
adds. 

“The thing not to do is attempt to 
keep the grass as short as we do here 
on the course. I support the concept 
among domestic gardeners of 
keeping an area of grass either uncut 
during the season or at least left 
longer for the benefit of wildlife.” 

Royden and his team, who work 
around the clock to ensure that the 
famous course is in top condition for 
the event, have a fleet of grass- 
cutting machines and equipment 
which includes more than 20 
mowers, tractors, scarifiers and other 
equipment. 

But regular gardeners won’t need 
such a wealth of machinery. Royden 
says there are five key elements to

ensuring a brilliant lawn. 

■ Cut little and often: never take off 
more than a third of the grass blade 
length as this will damage the plant. 
In dry weather, reduce the frequency 
of cut, raise the mower height and 
consider leaving the cuttings on the 
lawn to help feed and shade the 
grass. 

■ Watering: watering domestic lawns 
is a far more contentious issue and 
depends on local water availability 
and any restriction notices that may 
be in force. Royden says that keeping 
moisture in the soil profile on a golf 
course is vitally important. 

■ Feeding: the grass at Royal St 
George’s is largely fed by an entirely 
natural product and Royden is a keen 
advocate of environmentally-safe 
feeding. He recommends three feeds 
a year: spring (March to April), 
summer and autumn (September to 
October). It’s important to ensure 
that, when using proprietary feeds, 
you use them according to the season 
as the balance of nutrients for a 
spring feed is entirely different to 


that needed in the summer or 
autumn. 

■ Aeration: aeration is vitally 
important because it allows light, 
moisture and air to reach the growing 
roots of the grass. A normal garden 
fork dug into the lawn to a depth of 
about 10cm (4in) and about 15 cm 
(6in) apart is ideal, although 
hollowed tined forks can also be 
used. He suggests that the best time 
for this is in March and again in 
October. 

■ Scarifying: he says that scarifying 
- combing the grass to remove dead 
plants and thatch - with a spring-tine 
rake or a powered electric or petrol 
scarifier should be done twice a year; 
April or May and again in September 
or October to encourage new grass 
growth, and this can be achieved 
either by hand with a spring rake or 
using a powered machine. 

Of course, in the hands of the 
skilled greenkeeper a roller does 
useful work - but to use it 
successfully you need to have an 
already smooth lawn. Be warned that 
rollers won’t iron out the bumps, but 
will often make matters worse by 
depressing the hollows even further, 
impeding drainage and reducing the 
air space which is vital for healthy 
grass roots. 

If your grass is in good condition, 
use a roller in spring when the 
surface is dry and the soil is damp. 
Alternatively, choose a good quality 
rotary mower with a roller which will 
give you stripes, providing you mow 
the lawn up and down alternately.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
